As compared with the fiscal year 


1S94, the receipts for 1895 increased $17,- 
R70,70;>, although there was a decrease 
of $11,329,981 in the ordinary expendi- 
tures, which is largely accounted tor by 
a reduction of fl 1.184,055 on sngar 


nnties. The revenue for the current 


fiscal year ire esttni:ir«d upon tha basis 
of existing laws, at .$-i;il,907,407, and the 
expenditures at $448,907,407, which will 
leave a deiicit of $17,000,000. 


For the corning fiscal year, ending 


June 30, 1897, the secretary estimates 
tha receipts at *4(i4,79.'i,120, and the ex- 
penditures at $457,SS4,19H, or an esti- 
mated surplus of $6,90«,926. The sec- 
retary states briefly the facts concern- 
ing the issues of bonds during the y«ar, 
the particulars of which have already 
been reported to congress.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The senate 


was in session about two hours yester- 
day, half of that time being given to 
Mr. Stewnrr of Nevada in * rigorous as- 
sault on the gold "combine." In one 
respect the senator presented a new 
phase of the subject with which his 
name hi* been so much identified in 
senate speeches. 
He urged that the 


great depreciation of silver gave to thai 
cheap labor of Asia a tremeudoas ad-; 
vantage in competing with the domes-* 
tic products of the American market. 
Japan in particular, he said, •waa profit 
ing by this difference of 50 per cent be 
twesn our money and that of Japan, 
and Japanese merchants were today 
underselling our home producers in 
many lines of good*. During Mr. Stew- 
art's spaech Mr. Matsu, iaerotary of the 
Japanese legation, was an attentive 
listener :n the diplomatic gallery. 


An echo of Comptroller Bowler's gns- 
pension of the sugar bounty payments 
was heard in th« rwwlntion of Mr. Caf- 
f»ry of Indiana calling on tho treasury 
department for the reasons for tht sus- 
pension. 


Postmaster General "Wilson's recent 


order forbidding postal employes from 
urjfins; postal legislation also cam* in 
for attention, Mr. Peffer offerimg a com- 
prehensive resolution of inquiry M to 
the order.

horse in tne command seemed iis lib- 
erty. Some pulled np the pins, some 
worked their heads clesur of the straps, 
and away went the whole drove down 
the valley.

respect. 


The treasury department is doing its 


best to meet the demand, and for the 
last swo months the mint at Philadel- 
phia has kept three presses constantly 
in operation for the exclusive coinage 
of 1 cent pieces. The daily output has 
been .150,000 pieces, of the value of 
$1,500. TlK government apparently de- 
rives a proSt of •'$1,800 a day on this 
coinage, tbe seigniorage being at the 
rate of nearly SO per cent of the face 
value of the coins. 
This profit disap- 


pears, of course, when the coins are re- 
deemed. It is estimated that there are 
780,000,000 1 cent pieces outstanding.

WELSH SUPERSTITIONS. 


Tbey Axxoclat« Spretntl Hound* With 


Mountain Storuu. 


One of ib« many curious soperslitious 


of the Welsh peasantry is that of Cron 
Aunwn, or ''the spirit honads of the 
air," When a siona r&gea over the 
mountains of Wales, the peasant will 
tell yon that bis ear can discern the 
howl of the Cron Annwn mingled with 
that of the wind, bnt sufficiently clear 
and distinct to admii of no mistake of 
what it is. 


Tiisss "spirit hounds," he tells yon, 


are tha spectral dogs which hnnt the 


ols of the dead, or which forutell, by 


their espectapt cry. the approaching 
death of. some person of evil deeds. Few 
of those who pretend that they can so 
readily distinguish tbe cry of the soul 
hunting pack are willing to admit that 
they .have ever aetnally seen a Cron 
Annwu, "for," they say, "who would 
linger tmtil such specters dawned npnn 
the sight?" They are described by Fall- 
esin, and also in tho "Mabincgion," 
where it is said ibey are of a clear, shin- 
ing white, with red ears. The above 
seems to bo tho universal description, 
astl on that acconnt the anthor oi 
"Mythology of the Ancient Druids' 
givfts it as his opinion thHt tbev ar* 
really "mystical transformations of 
Bruicish priests, with their white robes 
acd red tiaras." 


In the popular superstitions of Ire- 


land, where a similar belief in spectral 
houuds exists, they are said to be "jet 
black, with eyes and teeth of fire." Old 
Con McMichael, who m'urdered 20 per- 
sons in the early part of the fifteenth 
century, and who got rid of his victims 
by burning their bodies, is said to have 
beea eaten by spectral dogs "that conld 
be seen higb in the air awfully rending 
and tearing his flesh." Oueof thepeonl- 
iarities of the Cron Annwn, according 
to the Rev. Edmund James, is that the 
farther away they are tha louder their 
cries appear, tbe sound decreasing aa they 
draw near.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Weighting Silk. 


Some improvements in the treatment 


of s»lk «rs noted. Ordinarily silk is 
"weighted" by depositing tannate of 
tin on the fiber; the material receives a 
bath of tannic acid auu then another of 
perchloride of tin, a repetition of «his 
being made nntil an increasa of tbe 
weight amounts to from 15 to 20 per 
cent, beyond which it is not considered 
safe to go in the case of silk intended to 
be dyed lipbt shades or to be bleached. 
Eeceutly a German inventor has birought 
forward a process in which silica is the 
weighting agent. In carrying out this 
method threa steps are described. .First, 
the silk, raw or in any stage of manu- 
facture and either before or after dye- 
ing, is worked for an boor in a bath of 
perchloride of tin; then, after squeezing 
and washing, it is worked in a •warm 
solution of water glass or soluble sili- 
cate of soda for abont an honr, followed 
by washing, having also been previonsly 
passed through a solution of phosphate 
of soda. The operation may be repeated 
again and again with no harmful effect 
on tbe fiber or ou the subsequent dye- 
ing, and in five operations the silk may 
be increased in weight some 100 to 120 
per cent. The silk is now soaped, and, 
if already dyed, is cleared in an emul- 
sion of olive oil aud acid.—Sew York 
Sun.

year -depends upon her breeding, fe 
and age.

As she begins on the second 
year she has already lost one year in 
growth, and, beginning with the first- 
egg at any time, a record may be kept 
from the first day of her laying to the 
end.
